As with 
most troops, financing is a problem. 


t he hovs decided a paper drive would be a start 
toward earning money for equipment hut here is 
where we ran into trouble. It seem s the Garden 
state Paper Co. in Pomona doesn’t buy paper in 
small lots. 


And in order to sell our paper we will have to 
haul it into Los Angeles or El Monte. Or we can 
“ give ii away” to a small firm here in Pomona for 
$7 a ton, while the going price in I I Monte is $12 to 
$13 a ton. 


( an’t a firm like G arden State at least huv our 
paper and give us a profitable price for it and save 
us the time and expense of hauling it to L.A. — 
J.R., Pomona 


Your information was incorrect, you 
an get $12 a 
ton tor waste newspapers (no magazines) right here 
in Pomona, at Pomona Paper Stock ( o 14f>0 W 2nd 
St The firm ha-, paid thi» price fot a long tmv and 
continues to pay it to anyone delivering bundled 
newspapers to its plant. 


The Carden State P aper Company’s role in this 
should also be clarified. 11^ buying arm i- Garden 
State Fibet Co., which buys al! its raw m aterial (old 
newspapers) through a corps of w aste paper deal 
e r 
T he fiber c ompany does this to ensure that it will 
have ample tonnage on hand it all time 
to meet its 
needs. Its dealers supply it with many thousands of 
tons and the fibei company mus protect these deal 
e rs ’ supply lines md therefore doe 
no; c ompete with 
their sources of supply - the schools, churches, Boy 
S couts etc The- i- one reason why the fiber company 
does no; buy direct for organizations such as yours 
on a large scale. 


A m ajor reason is that the fiber company's tonnage 
of wasm newspapers must f> 
baled into machine- 
compressed bales and the w astepaper dealers are 
equipped to do this while the churches. Boy Scouts, 
etc., are not. 


As you can see by the enclosed papers, on Julv 
30, 1969, I bought a wig from a Pomona dealer. A 
payment plan of 10 monthlv payments, to begin 
Sept. 5, 1969, was arranged and stipulated. I was 
given a “ federal truth in lending credit sale dis­ 
closure sheet” which stated: “ Prepayment. Buver 
has the right to pa\ in advance the full amount due 
and obtain a partial refund of the finance charge 
based on the Rule of 78.” it also disclosed that the 
annual percentage rate of interest was 23.6 per 
cent. 


This is rather high interest, but I did not mind as 
1 did intend to pay the account in full and save on 
the interest. 


A trip out-of-state delayed this full payment until 
Nov. 30, 1969. I sent the entire balance to the out-of- 
state bank servicing the account with a note re­ 
questing a refund of any interest due me for ad­ 
vance payment. 


Hus was ignored, so on Jan. 27 1 sent a second 
request and received a replv from the Pomona 
dealer saying I did not qualify for the refund be­ 
cause ihe accuum was noi paid off within "the 45- 
d.u period.” 


I know the refund is not much, but now it be­ 
com es the principle of (he whole thing. They should 
noi include this "truth in lending" statement ii they 
don't intend to live up to it. — N.W , Pomona 


The 45-day period for the cash discount was stipu­ 
late; in a letter to you from the dealer at time of 
pun ha.se, but no time limitation was stated in the 
tr uth m lending statement. Once your complaint was 
presented by Action Line to the wig m anufacturer, a 
$4 88 refund was mailed to you 
This reduced the 
imam e charge vou paid from $12 to $7.12 


Please find enclosed an advertisemem from your 
paper. I seni an order to Goldenware two months 
ago for the two described articles, along with a 
check m lull payment which cleared a Manhattan 
bank seven weeks ago. On Dec. 15, I sent a letter of 
inquiry. lo date I have received no response to nty 
inquiry and no merchandise. According to the ad­ 
vertisement, they were to have been "rushed to me 
by insured postal delivery."

You have now confirmed that the merchandise ar 
rived a week after Action Line contacted the m ail­ 
order house.

Law Day Reflects On 
Our Legal Heritage 


«* Today certain small groups of men and women are 
in 1 tempting to destroy the American judicial system.
